FLIES 606 M. P. H.

HERNE BAY, England, Nov. 7 
(AP)—Test pilot Fric Greenwood 
raced a jet-powered Gloster Me- 
teor over a 1.86-mile course four 
times today at an average speed 
of 606 miles per hour to establish 
an unofficial world air speed rec- 
ord, 

His best time—612 miles per 
hour—did not equal the 613 miles 
per hour mark set by Royal Air 
Force Group Capt. H. J. Wilson 
a few minutes earlier over the 
same course. However, Wilson's 
average for four runs was only 
602 miles per hour and officials 
said the average speed and not 
the speed on any one run would 
stand as the ‘record, 

Greenwood built up momentum 
in a 60-mile overland flight be- 
fore roaring down the official 
course, which was marked by 
ground lights and barrage bal- 
loons moored at 250 feet altitude. 
High speed cameras and radar de- 
vices timed his flight. 

Wilson said he was not flying 
at full throttle when his Meteor, 
The Brittania, reached the 613 
miles per hour figure. 

The previous official record was 
481.84 miles per hour, set in 1939 
by Capt. Fritz Wendel of the Ger- 
man luftwaffe.

TOKYO, Nov. 7 (AP) — Japan 
has given its once-domineering po- 
lice system another rough shakeup 
by firing more than 5800 enforce- 
ment and surveillance personnel, 
and announcing it would appoint 
eivilian advisory boards in major 
Tokyo police districts with unprec- 
edented power to criticize public 
actions of - officers. 

This action was in compliance 
with a directive from Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur, whose chief of 
eivil intelligence, Brig. Gen. EI- 
liot R. Thorpe, announced it to- 
day. 

Some time ago the nation’s in- 
famous “thought police’ and mili- 
tary police organizations were dis- 
solved on Allied orders and their 
leaders imprisoned for questioning. 

Thorpe said the government also 
has taken a wide variety of other 


measures to remove restrictions 
on political, civil and religious lib- 
erties. He listed 33 specific laws, 
ordinances and regulations abro- 
gated under the directive. 

“We have started off well, but 
we must not expect to accomplish 
our aims overnight,” he said, “It 
will take considerable time.’ 

Also at the command of Gen. 
MacArthur, the Japanese Govern- 
ment released 507 political prison- 
ers and discontinued “protection 
and surveillance” over 2026 other 
individuals. 

The nation’s police chiefs met 
at the home ministry to discuss 
establishment of a “people's po- 
lice,” the collection of civilian 
Weapons, and the management of 
economic police charged with con- 
trolling black markets. 

Other developments in Japan 
included: 

Emperor Hirohito called a regu- 
lar meeting of the Diet for Dec. 
24, Kyodo news agency said, but 
there were indications that it 
might be suppressed by an ex- 
traordinary session expected to be- 
gin Dec. 10 for considering elec- 
tion law revisions. 

The Ministry of Education abol- 
ished from schools Samurai-fla- 
vored courses in glider training, 
judo, jiuvitsu, fencing and mili- 
tary drill. 

A new political party, the Japan 
renovationist party, came into ex- 
istence, advocating elimination of 
feudalism and liberalization 
economy. 

A labor legislation committee 
was appointed by the Welfare 
Ministry to draft a law to encour- 
age development of labor unions 
and provide for mediation of labor 
disputes. 

The newspaper Asahi announced 
that nearly 300,000 Japanese, 
cluding 170,000 demobilized service 
men, had been repatriated by the 
end of October by American and 
Japanese ships. 

The veteran Thirty-second (Red 
Arrow) infantry Division, credited 
with 654 days in action during the 
war, has been assigned occupa- 
tional duties on northern Kyushu 
and southern Honshu islands. It 
was the first American division to 
engage in offensive action in the 
Southwest Pacific. 


Far East Commission to Hear Re- 
port on Occupation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP)— 
The Far Eastern Advisory Com- 
mission, representing all major al- 
lies of Asia and the Pacific ex- 
cept Russia, arranged yesterday to 
receive a reportjon Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur's administration of the 
affairs of conquered Japan. 

Maj. Gen. John H. Hildring, 
War Department civil affairs 
chief, will give a “clear picture,” 
as one official put it, of MacAr- 
thur’s administration to date. 

Yesterday's session, at which 
representatives of 10 nations were, 
present, was the secqnd held thus 
far. The delegates elected Maj. 
Gen. Frank R. McCoy as perma- 
nent chairman and former Am- 
bassador Nelson T. Johnson, one- 
time United States envoy to China, 
as secretary general. 

Reporting on the _ session, 
Thomas D. Blake, State Depart- 
ment press secretary, said there 
was considerable talk about open- 
ing the meetings to the press ex- 
cept in unusual circumstances, but 
that no decisions were made.

Rejects 30 Pct. Demand With Counter-Pro- 
posal Which It Says Follows 
Truman Policy. 


DETROIT, Nov. 7 (AP)—Gener- 
al Motors Corporation formally 
and flatly rejected today the CIO 
‘Automobile Workers’ Union de- 
and for 30 per cent wage rate 
ncreases and proposed instead a 
cost of living wage increase. 

Terming the union demands ex- 
cessive, the corporation offered in- 
creases in classifications where 
since 1941 wages have not been 
raised in proportion to the cost of 
living. 

The rporation’s position was 
stated in a 34-page brief submitted 
to the union as wage negotiations 
were resumed this afternoon. The 
exact amount of increases would 
be determined through future ne- 
gotiations with the UAW-CIO, 
General Motors said. 
| Walter P. Reuther, heading the 
UAW-CIO delegation in the wage 
conferences, previously has as- 
serted the corporation could in- 
crease wages of al] its hourly rated 
‘workers by 30 per cent, without 
increasing prices, and still earn 
large profits. 


Accuses Union. 


General Motors accused the 
union of “distorting the facts” in 
arriving at the conclusion that the 
“corporation was able to pay in- 
creased wages,” and added that 
“prices and past and future profits 
are out of place in these wage 
negotiations.’ 

Earlier Reuther, in a telegram 
to President Truman, asked that 
the fixing of ceiling prices on 1946 
automobiles be withheld “pending 
a review by the Office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion.” 

C. E. Wilson, General Motors 
president, in a statement contained 
in the 34-page brief filed with the 
union, said: 

“Gerieral Motors rejects’ the 
theory .of ability to pay as a valid 
argument for higher wages. To 
demand we should pay our em- 
eployes more than others pay is 
just unreasonable as it would be 
to demand that we pay higher 
freight rates.” 


‘Believes in High Wages.’ 


Wilson said General Motors, 
“like the rest of the industry, be- 
lieves in high wages,” and added: 

“If it had not been for strikes 
in plants of our suppliers and one 
or two in our own plants—most 
of which the UAW-CIO was re- 
sponsible for—we would have al- 
ready employed many thousand 
more workers on productive work 
and they would be working more 
than 40 hours per week to meet 
the demand for our products 
which so many people need so 
badly, ... 

“Since we are doing everything 
we could to speed up production 
and were willing to pay the extra 
overtime premium for the work, 
we did not think there was any 
;merit whatsoever in the take-home 
pay argument. Paying more money 
to those who are working will not 
help those who are temporarily

“Demands were pressed for the 
‘unreasonable increase in wages, 
‘without any corresponding _in- 
crease in productivity over prewar 
levels, on the assumption that the 
additional costs could be absorbed 
from profits previously tg 
from tax refunds in case of oper- 
ating losses or from assumed fu- 
ture profits. 

“General Motors is not willing 
to pay out in excess wages for 
work not performed money saved 
up for many years to modernize 
and expand its plants and provide 
-more good jobs. The money can-

The Automobile Manufacturers’ 
Association disclosed today it had 
addressed a letter to Secretary of 
Commerce Henry Wallace chal- 
lenging the soundness of all con- 
clusions contained in the Com- 
merce Department's wage-price- 
profit statement of Nov. 2. 

-The conclusions upheld the 
contention that the industry could 
grant a 15 per cent wage increase 
in 1946 and an additional 10 per 
cent in 1947 without increasing 
prices. 

Last week R. J. Thomas, presi- 
dent of the United Automobile 
Workers (CIO) assailed the re- 
port, asserting the Government 
had withhel figures which 
showed the industry could “give 
at least as much as the 30 per 
cent increase demanded by the 
union and still make high profits.” 

The automobile makers’ letter 
to Wallace was signed by George 
Romney, general manager of the 
Automobile Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and asked for a “re- 
examination and correction” of the 
department’s statement “on the 
basis of available facts.” 

Romney’s Objections. 
Specifically Romney denied the 
following assumptions in the Com- 
merce epartment statement of 
November: 

1, That materials costs would 
show no change in 1946 and 
only 3 per cent increase in 1947 
roe 4 5 per cent in 1948 as com- 
pared with 1945. 

2. That productivity of labor 
would show an increase. 

3. That higher production “in 
and of itself’ means higher 
profits. 

4. That sales and profits of 
all companies in the industry 
would be affected alike by the 
arbitrary changes of wages and 
costs assumed by the report, 

Romney said Bureau of Labor 
statistics show that productivity 
declined 11 per cent between 1929 
and 1939, while unit costs per 
worker increased 21 per cent be- 
tween 1935. and 1940, 
“At this time the only question 
about reduced labor efficiency in 
the automobile industry is its ex- 
tent, whether the decline in 
specific plants is closer to 25 
per cent than 50 per cent as com- 
pared with prewar levels,” Rom- 
gs said.

NAVY PLANE CARRYING 
2 CRASHES, BURNS 


None Reported Killed, but 
Most of Those in Trans- 
port Are Injurec 


MANILA, Nov. 7 (AP) — The 
Sangley Piont naval air station 
at Cavite announced tonight that 


the naval air transport long over- 
due there on a 1600-mile flight 
from Guam had crashed and 
burned at the edge of the jungle 
near Puerto Real on Lamon Bay. 

There was no fatalities, but most 
of the 13 passengers and seven 
crewmen aboard the plane were 
injured, the Navy said. 

The information was telephoned 
to Cavite from an Army outpost 
on eastern Luzon after two of 
the survivors had made their way 
through the jungle. The message 
did not give the cause of the 
crash nor the/extent of injuries. 
All names were withheld pending 
more definite \ information. 

The plane had been the object 
of a widespread search after it 
disappeared within 100 miles of 
its Sangley point goal. The Army 
rushed medical aid from the out- 
post and the Navy ordered addi- 
tional assistance from Cavite be 
flown to the scene. 

At Honolulu, the Army’s Air 
Transport Command anneunced 
abandonment of further search at 
the scene where a transport plane 
was forced down wtih the prob- 
able loss of 18 lives, There were 
eight survivors. 

A list of dead and missing on 
the A.T.C, plane, a converted Lib- 
erator which was forced down 
Saturday 460 miles northeast of 
Honolulu on a flight to the United 
States, showed that among those 
whose bodies were recovered, 
were:

Has Not Appeared in 
Public—Molotov’s Re- 
marks on Atomic Bomb 
Capture Interest.

MOSCOW, Nov. 7. (AP)—Gen- 
éeralissimo Stalin, for the first time 
since he became the leader of So- 
viet Russia, failed to attend the 
massive parade today in Red 
Square of soldiers and civilians 
celebrating the Communist revolu- 
tion, 

The Premier broke a precedent 
earlier by allowing Foreign Com- 
missar V. M. Molotov to deliver the 
“state of the nation” address at 
St. Andrew hall in the Kremlin 
last night. Stalin did not attend. 
Foreign diplomats suggested that 
perhaps he remained away to take 
none of the attention from Molo- 
tov. 

(A Moscow radio announcement 
that Stalin had been named hon- 
orary chairman of yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings had led to the assumption 


abroad that he was present when 
Molotov spoke.) 

Stalin was reported yesterday to 
have returned to Moscow from a 
month-long vacation in the south 
of Russia. 

The troops and civilian marchers 
started pouring through Red 
Square at noon and streets for 
miles around the center of Mos- 
cow were filled with tanks, ar- 
mored cars, parachutists, infantry- 
men, cadets, sailors, motorcycle 
units and mobile gun groups who 
filed past the tomb of Lenin.

LONDON, Nov. 7 (AP). 


ORMER Prime Minister 

Winston Churchill told the 

House of Commons today 
that Generalissimo Stalin “is 
still strongly holding the helm 
and steering his tremendous 
ship,” the Soviet Union, Church- 
ill referred to the Russian 
leader as that “great man, 
Marshal Stalin.” 

“It is the profound desire of 
the House that those feelings 
of comradeship and friendship 
which have been developed be- 
tween the British and Russian 
peoples should not only be pre- 
served but should be rapidly 
expanded,” Churchill said in 
debate on foreign policy. 

Churchill's statement came in 
the midst of widespread specu- 
lation in the British press over 
Stalin's absence yesterday and 
today from Moscow celebra- 
tions marking the anniversary 
of the Red revolution. Recent 
reports that Stalin was ill have 
been denied. 


the brief Red Army campaign 
against Japan, declared the chief 
task of freedom-loving peoples 
was “to secure in deeds” a firm 
and everlasting peace. He said the 
Red Army had rightful pride that 
the “decisive role in winning the 
war belongs to the Soviet Union.” 

Fleet Adm. Nikolai Kuznetsov,

“The framework for such collec- 
tive bargaining has been provided 
by the President in his recent 
message to the nation, in which he 
stated that ‘wage increases are 
therefore imperative—to cushion 
the shock to our workers, to 
sustain adequate purchasing power 
and to raise the national income’.” 

A conference spokesman said 
that Murray asked for committee 
eonsideration “at your conven- 
jence.”

Committees Start Work. 

The conference today got down 

business in closed committees 
to see how far the delegates and 
alternates could agree on a gen- 
eral program to minimize indus-

The committee meetings are 
scattered through offices in the 
mew Labor Department Building, 
and it may be days or even weeks 
before specific proposals can be 
worked out on such topics as col- 
lective bargaining, management’s 
right to manage, jurisdictional 
atrikes, interpretation of existing 
contracts and improvement of the 
government's conciliation ma- 
ehinery.

2. Management is greatly con- 
eerned over “management’s right 
to manage,” and will try to get 
a specific conference declara- 
tion on this subject.

Only Split Is Among Labor, 

The 36 delegates and the same 
number of alternates represent 
the topmost level of operating 
management and labor leaders.

Private talks with management 
delegates have brought out the 
feeling that if any group of man- 
agement or labor “walks out” of 
the conference it will have to 
take the blame in the public mind 
while the other groups remain to 
see what can and cannot be done. 

The big question before the con- 
ference is whether it can agree 
on some sort of machinery to 
minimize work stoppages or 
whether the public will be pre- 
sented with a compromise of plat- 
itudes. So far, no such machinery 
or set of actual procedures has 
been proposed either by labor or 
management. Both sides have 
shied away from compulsory arbi- 
tration, with labor the more ada- 
mant against any such idea, 

The most definite proposals put 
forth at this early date are for 
procedfires for voluntary arbitra- 
tion and for governmental fact- 
finding commissions when collec- 
tive bargaining breaks down. It 
is generally assumed that the con- 
ference will strongly recommend 
expansion and improvement of the 
Labor Department Conciliation 
Service. The committee on this 
last-named topic is headed by Wil- 
lian M. Rand of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of the Monsanto Chemical 
Co. He is also a member of the 
powerful 16-man executive com- 
mittee named yesterday after 
Lewis had won his fight with Mur- 
ray that the UMW be represented 
on this select group, which, in 
fact, will be the board of directors 
of the conference. 

Aside from Wallace and his 
speech bringing the wage-price 
issue before the conference, gov- 
ernmental officials have adopted a 
purely advisory attitude toward 
the meeting. Judge Walter P. 
Stacy of North Carolina, confer- 
ence chairman, has been ultra- 
cautious in determining in ad- 
vance that both sides will agree 
with his rulings, and Dr. George 
W. Taylor, former chairman of 
the War Labor Boafd, has been 
busy in the close huddles to ar- 
range procedures. 

In accepting, with minor 
changes, the agenda recommended 
by President Truman's prepara- 
tory committee composed of Ira 
Mosher of the N.A.M., Eric Johns- 
ton of the Chamber of Commerce, 
William Green of the AFL and 
Murray, the conference approved 
the “ground rules” for the work- 
ing sessions. 

There undoubtedly will be many 
differences of opinions and much 
maneuver for positions. But the 
present attitude on both sides is 
not one of antagonism. Both sides 
appear to realize that much is at 
stake, and that there can be no 
“victory” for either management 
or labor. g

TRUMAN CALLING LIST

Associates Say This Indicates

President Truman is trimming his 
White House calling list sharply 
this week to permit him to deal 
with home front and diplomatic 
problems, 

In contrast to the 15 or more 
separate engagements that nor- 
mally crowd his calendar each 
day, Truman had only four each 
on Monday and yesterday. 

Associates spoke of this evidence 
of a second phase of his adminis- 


tration. They told a reporter it 
was a further indication of Tru- 
man's determination to assume a 
more aggressive course of admin- 
istration and party leadership as 
contrasted with greater emphasis 
in the past on delegated authority. 
Trips Canceled. 

The calling list decision fol- 
lowed cancellation of a series of 
scheduled presidential trips this 
month and next, 

Truman’s engagement list Mon- 
day was limited to Clifford W. 
Gaylord of St. Louis, a labor-man- 
agement conference delegate; Paul 
V. McNutt, high commissioner of 
the Philippines; General of the 
Army George C, Marshall and a 
Christmas seal campaign worker. 

Yesterday Truman talked with 
Wayne C. Taylor, president of the 
Export-Import Bank; £4Preston 
Lane, Hagerstown (Md.), news- 
paper publisher and Democratic 
national committeeman, and some 
magazine officials. He had his pic- 
ture taken with members of the 
Adjutants General Association, 

Tasks Facing Truman. 

A White House aide said the 
President cut his calling list to 
devote more time to: 

1. Telephone and other con- 
ferences with administration ad- 
visers watching the labor-man- 
agement conference. 

2. Preparation for his week- 
end discussions here with Prime 
Ministers Atlee of Great Brit- 
ain and Mackenzie King of Can- 
ada concerning use and control 
of atomic energy. 

3. Reports on the Far Eastern 
advisory commission which met 
here for the second time yester- 
day with Soviet Russia sstill 
absent. 

There are other problems at 
home—the stalemated administra- 
tion legislative program, including 
Truman’s cal] for universal ‘mili- 
tary training, increased unemploy- 
ment compensaton, and so-called 
full employment legislation.

SHOP’S ‘QUIET’ SALE 
OF NYLONS DRAWS 
HALF - BLOCK LINE 


Nervous Manager Waits Until 
Rainy Day Before Releas- 
ing Stockings. 


William Poteet, manager of the 
Lerner Shops, 501 North Sixth 
Street, was a little breathless to- 
day, after having put several hun- 
dred pairs of women’s nylon stock- 
ings on sale at his store yesterday, 


believed to be the first postwar 
nylong sold in St. Louis. 

“I'd had the nylons in stock for 
about 10 days,’ he said, “but I was 
nervous about putting them on 
sale—you know how women are. 
However, it was raining yesterday 
morning, and few women were in 
the shop, so I quietly told them 
they could buy a pair of nylon 
hose each before they left, if they 
wanted to.” 

That was shortly before 11 a.m. 
Within 10 minutes a line had 
formed at the counter: within half 
an hour the line had extended out 
the shop door and half a block 
down the street. 

“It seems that one of the women 
who was among the first to buy 
them, ran out of the shop shout- 
ing that we had nylons for sale,” 
Poteet said sadly. “As we ran out 
of sizes one of the clerks walked 
up and down the waiting line with 
a sign announcing the fact. Final- 
ly we ran out of nylons altogether, 
about 2 p.m., but we sent out a 
sign saying we still had some fine- 
gauge rayon stockings, and the 
women kept in line until they 
were all gone, too.” 

Poteet doesn’t know when he 
will get any more nylons.

SENATE GETS BILL 
0 MAKE FELONY 
OF BRIBE-SEE 


Measure Growing Out of 
Falzone Ouster Trial to 
Have Hearing Next 
Monday Night.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 7— 
Senator Frank M. Frisby of Beth- 
any, chairman of the Senate Crim- 
inal Jurisprudence Committee, in- 
troduced in the Senate today his 
bill to make solicitation of a bribe 
by a member of the Legislature 
or any other public official a 
felony punishable by a maximum 
imprisonment of five years in the 
penitentiary. 

The introduction of the bill is 
a direct result of the ouster trial 
of former Senator Joseph A. Fal- 
zone on charges that he solicited 
a $1500 bribe for aid in passing a 
regulatory bill desired by cos- 
metologists and hair dressers. 
Falzone resigned from the Senate 
last week before the trial ended. 

The Frisby bill had its first 
reading in the Senate today, and 
will be referred to Frisby’s com- 
mittee tomorrow. It will be. con- 
sidered by the committee at a 
meeting Frisby has called for Mon- 
day night. 

It is so worded that it will in- 
clude all public officials serving 
in any capacity in the state, 
whether in state offices or county, 
or city offices, even down to school 
directors. 

It prohibits every official from 
soliciting: or agreeing to accept 
anything of value for the doing or 
not doing of any official act. 

A similar bill, introduced by 
Representative Milton F. Duvall 
of Pike county, was killed in the 
House May 30, but, notwithstand- 
ing that, the Frisby bill is expected 
to pass both the Senate and House 
in view of the scandalous dis- 
closures in the Falzone case. 

While the law for many years 
has made offering a bribe a fel- 
ony, there never has been a 
statute covering solicitation of a 
bribe. That could be prosecuted 
only under the common law, and 
only a ridiculous pénalty of two 
months in jail and $100 fine could 
be imposed. 

Senator Frisby said today that 
he was hopeful the committee 
would act favorably on the bill 
at the Monday night meeting. He 
said he thought there was no oc- 
casion for a public hearing on it, 
and that the committee could 
take it up in executive session 
and make a favorable report on it 
early next week. 

He said he intended to expedite 
its passage as quickly as possible. 

The Duvall bill failed in the 
House by only six votes with 
many members absent, It was 
evident that a dozen or more 
Representatives purposely ab- 
sented themselves when the vote 
was taken to avoid going on 
record. With the Falzone proceed- 
ings freshly in mind, however, the 
situation will be very different 
when the bill again gets before 
the House. 
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RUBBER IN AUTO 
GETS $3000 BUT 
UVERLOOKS $2000 


Alton Tavern Operator 
Forced by Man Hiding 
in Car to Drive Out- 
side City. 


Henry Schneehage, Alton tav- 
ern operator, was robbed of $3000 
early today by an armed man who 
was waiting in Schneehage's auto- 
mobile in the garage of his home 
at 925 Logan street, and forced 
him to drive about a mile west of 
the city limits on state highway 
100. 


Schneehage, partner in the Little 
Faust tavern in downtown Alton, 
told police the robber overlooked 
$2000 of the money he had drawn

Hints of Army Intervention

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP)— 
Members of the AFL Amal- 
gamated Street Railway and Mo- 
tor Coach Employes voted over- 
whelmingly today to resume bus 
and streetcar operations in the 
capital. 

An agreement proposed after a 
conciliation conference earlier in 
the day was accepted at a mass 
meeting of the workers.

‘Found to Mave Exceeded 


Quota—Must Pay Back 
785 Tons, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP)— 
A possible indication that the 
government may retain controls 
on newsprint most of next year 
appeared today in a Civilian Pro- 
duction Administration announce- 
ment that the Pulitzer Publishing 
Co. has been penalized for al- 
leged oOver-usage of newsprint. 

The penalty set by the com- 
Pliance commissioner involves re- 
payment of approximately 785 
tons of newsprint, with the pay- 
back scheduled through the last 
quarter of 1945 and the first three 
quarters of 1946. 

The Pulitzer company, publisher 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
was charged with having exceeded 
its newsprint quota by approxi- 
mately 670 tons in 1944, and 414 
tons in the first quarter of 1945. 

Under the penalty imposed, the 
company was ordered to pay back 
at the rate of 195 tons a quarter 
for the four quarters ending Sept. 
30, 1946. 

In September, the Newspaper 
Industry Advisory Committee 
recommended to the war produc- 
tion board, CPA's predecessor, end 
controls on newsprint Dec. 31, 
1945. However, Col. J. Hale Stein- 
man, WMB printing and publishe- 
ing division chief, has repeatedly 
stated that the shortage of news- 
print will continue well into 1946 
or longer. 


9 WOMEN IN ELEVATOR HURT

FLYING IN STORM, 
NAVY PILOT SAYS

‘Elmer W. Held Sr. 7811 Grove 
avenue, Shrewsbury, president of 
the Premier Engraving Co. Held 
is Republican member of the St.

In a letter dated Oct. 20, written 
at Tokyo, Lt. Held, who ig 23 years 
old, related that he was called be- 
fore an investigation board and 
informed that “if the war was still 
on they would have me shot for 
mot obeying the order to fly 
through the typhoon.” In a subse- 

uent letter Held wrote that the 

oard “told me they thought I was 
lying and were going to recom- 
mend me for the worst—whatever 
that is.” 

Circumstances which led to his 
refusal to obey the order were re- 
lated by Lt. Held as follows—the 
scene being Okinawa just prior to 


the recent disastrous typhoon, | 


which wrecked the island's mili- 
tary installations: 


“On Oct. 7 the weather was | 


clear in Tokyo, so I prepared to 
fly back, but I then received or- 
ders to fly to Saipan to pick up 
beaching gear for PBM aircraft. 


I checked the weather and found | 


that a typhoon lay directly be- 
tween Okinawa and Saipan, so I 
refused to fly through it. I con- 
sidered that the mission was not 


important enough to risk the lives | 


of 11 men when the war was over. 
Five other pilots also refused. The 
captain there got very mad and 
said he was going to take our 
wings away, and maybe our com- 
missions, and make us stay out 
here for 18 months. 
“We asked him for permissio 
to fly our planes away in another 
direction to save them from being 
wrecked by the typhoon, but he 
refused and the planes were de- 
stroyed by it. He made us move 
ashore without any place to live 
or to get food and water until we 
had salvaged the wrecked planes. 
We managed to borrow or steal 
enough food, water and equipment, 


We lived there until Oct. 18 when | 


we returned to Tokyo under 
orders of the admiral.” 

Lt, Held took ‘light training at 
the naval base at Lambert-St. 
Louls Field. During training he 
suffered a serious neck injury, but 
refused to accept a medical dis- 
charge, his father said. In service 
since May 1942, he has flown PBM 
fiying boats on patrol duty in both 
the Atlantic and Pacific. His wife, 
Mrs. Jean Held, resides with her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. W, C. Pope, 
920 Summit avenue, Webster 
Groves. 

Complaints of conditions on 
Okinawa following the recent ty- 
phoon have been received from 
other servicemen. One group set 


forth their complaints in a mime- | 


ographed letter requesting rela- 
tives to “write your Senators and 
Representatives insisting on con- 
gressional investigation and ac- 
tion.” These complaints dealt 
largely with transportation trou- 
bles involved in getting men back 
to the United States. 

“There are hundreds of these 
letters being sent out,” the letter 
atated. “We are depending on you 
to expedite the release of your 
husband or son. Write today and 
bring him home for good.” 

One St. Louis soldier wrote his 
parents following the typhoon that 
“the food shortage on Okinawa 
is so acute that we are living on 
K rations.” “Try to do something 
that will bring pressure to get us 
fellows back home again,” the sol- 
dier added.

with safety, a vast extension of 
prosperity.” 

Saying Britain should help the 
United States guard the atom 
bomb “as a sacred trust for the 
maintenance of peace,” Churchil! 
nevertheless declared at one point 
that Britain “should make atomic 
bombs ourselves and have them 
here, even if manufactured else- 
where, in suitable safe storage, 
with the least possible delay.” 

He asserted the future of the 
atomic bomb should be decided 
by parliaments and _ responsible 
governments and “not by scien- 
tists, however eminent or ardent 
they may be.” 

“IT hope Great Britain, Canada 
and the United States will adhere 
to the policy declared by President 
Truman to keep the knowledge of 
processes as a sacred trust... ,” 
he said. 

“Possession of these powers will 
help the United States and our 
allies build up a structure of world 
security.” 

Churchill repeated a _ previous 
statement that the advantage (in 
development of atomic energy) 
would rest with the United States 
“for three or four years.” 

“But even when that period is 
over,” he continued, “progress 
made by the United States scien- 
tists, both in experiments and 
manufacture, may well leave us 
and them with prime power and 
responsibility for the use of these 
dire, superhuman weapons.” 

In solemn tones, Churchill said: 
“I cannot bring myself to visual- 
ize another world war. It is a 
somber thought that, as long as 
our new world organization is so 
loosely formed, such possibilities 
and their consequences are practi- 
cally beyond human control.” 

“My heart is not carefree when 
XY look out upon the scene. Those 
same uncontrollable anxieties 
which some of us felt in the years 
before war recur. 

Places Hope in U. 8. 

“But we have also the hope 
which we had not got then, and 
that hope is the strength and re- 
solve of the United States to play 
a leading part in world affairs.” 

“The valley is indeed dark and 
the dangers most menacing,” said 
Churchill. “Yet we know that not 
very far away are broad uplands 
of an assured peace. Can we reach 
them? We must reach them. It 
is our sole duty.” 

Churchill concluded by saying 
“we _ should fortify in every way 

our special and friendly connec- 
tions with the United States,” but 
that “this association should in no 
way have a point against any oth- 
er country, great or small, in the 
world, but should, on the contrary, 
be used to try to lead the victori 
Ous powers ever more closely to- 
gether on equal terms and in al] 
good faith together.”

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Goering Heard France Was Ready 
To Aid Austria but Britain Balked 


Wanted Hitler to See Messages Saying That 
Paris Backed Down When England 
Wouldn’ 


t Fight. 


This is the last of four stories 
on the recorded telephone conver- 
sations of Nazi officials at the 
time of the Austrian anschluss.

BERLIN, Nov. 7—While_ the 

Nazi occupation of Austria was in 
full swing in 1938, Reichsmarshal 
Hermann Goering received infor- 
mation which he regarded as au- 
thentic that France had been 
ready to fight to save Austria, but 
had backed down when Britain 
made it clear that France would 
have to fight alone. 

The Germans apparently had in- 
tercepted or otherwise obtained 
. possession of diplomatic messages 
which had been decoded. 

Goering regarded the informa- 
tion of the greatest importance. It 
was Sunday, March 13, and Adolf 
Hitler was in Linz, Austria, and 
had not yet reached Vienna. 

Calls His Lieutenant. 


Without delay, Goering got Maj. 
Gen. Karl Bodenschatz, his chief 
lieutenant at Linz, on the tele 
phone and excitedly instructed him 
to make sure that the Fuehrer 
gaw the “brown papers” being sent 
to him. 

Over and over Goering told Bo- 
denschatz that England's rejection 
of France's proposal to act had 
been decisive; that this forbear- 
ance merited a little German 
friendship. 

Apparently Goering feared that 
Hitler would overlook or miss 
reading the papers in the midst 
of the excited welcoming throngs 
of Austrian Nazis and would do or 
gay something which might upset 
the applecart. 

Already Goering and Joachim 
von Ribbentrop were laying the 
lines to snare Britain's Neville 
Chamberlain in the Munich ap- 
peasement. Only three weeks be- 
fore, Anthony Eden had resigned 
his foreign secretaryship in a 
split with Chamberlain over the 
policy of dealing with the dicta- 
tors. 

French Called Up Troops. 

The French government of So- 
eialist Leon Blum had gone so far 
as to mobilize some troops in the 
Maginot line, and had sought to 
align Italy and Britain in a united 
front against Germany. The civil 
war in Spain was still raging and 
Italian Foreign Minister Count 
Ciano refused to receive the en- 
voys of either France or Britain.

SENATE GROUP KILLS 
ABSENTEE-VOTE BILL 


Committee Also Stops 8 Other 
State Election Measures 
of House. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 7 — 
The Senate Military Affairs and 
Elections Committee reported to- 
day that it had killed a House 
measure to permit absentee voting 
by Missouri voters who were out 
of the State on election day. 

Senator H. B. Hart of Versailles, 
chairman of the committee, said 
the measure contained numerous 
errors in violation of the new 
Constitution and rewrote the en- 
tire absentee voting laws without 
making any other major change. 
Hart said the committee intended 
to prepare a short bill containing 
the amendment to permit voting 
by Missouri voters out of the State 
on election day, 

Along with the measure provid- 
ing for out-of-state absentee vot- 
ing, the committee killed eight 
other election bills prepared by 
the House Revision Committee on 
Elections. Hart said the bills 


were written by the House com- 
mittee to group all the election 
laws in one place in the statutes 
and the bills made little if any 
changes. 

“Such whoesale re-writing with- 
out change involves needless ex- 
pense,” Hart said, He also pointed 
out that the election laws already 
were compiled in booklets for dis- 


tribution to voters and would need | 


no grouping. 

The committee also killed a pro- 
posal to pay members of the Leg- 
islature $5 a day expenses while 
engaged in legislative duties in 
Jefferson City. 

The proposal, which would have 
submitted the question to a vote 
of the people after passage by the 
Legislature, is similar to a bill 
which was vetoed by the Governor 
earlier this year on the ground 
that it was in fact a salary in- 
crease and as such was uncon- 
stitutional.

a two-year contract, succeeding Bil 
as manager of the Boston Braves 


In Boston today Southworth 
said he signed for three years 
with the Braves. 

Even though from 1926, a year 
Rogers Hornsby led the city and 
the Cardinals to a first modern 
title, eight pennants and five 
world’s championship flags have 
flapped atop the centerfield pole 
at Sportsman’s Park, managers 
have lasted an average of only 
two and a fraction seasons. Yet 
not only was Southworth’s de- 
parture surprising, but so was the 
revelation this morning that the 
45-year-old Dyer had been given 
a two-year contract, rather than 
the one-season-at-a-time document 
customarily awarded by the Car- 
dinals, 

Acknowledging that he had 
broken precedent with the two- 
term confidence shown a new 
manager, Sam Breadon, president 
of the Cardinals, said: 

“The people here may not know 
him too well, but Dyer has been 
in our organization 24 years. I 
haven't the slightest worry, the 
slightest doubt that he will suc- 
ceed, and I have all the confi- 
dence in the world in Eddie.” 

“Terms Not Disclosed.” 

Breadon, as usual, refused to 
disclose the salary Dyer will re- 
ceive, Apparently the new man- 
ager will be  well-rewarded, 
though, for the Cardinals’ presi- 
dent commented that Dyer was 
prospering in the oil business at 
Houston, Tex., and took the Red- 
bird job only after considering 
the proposition for 16 days. He 
left the club as director of its 
farm clubs in June, 1944, suppos-, 
edly because the oil dollar-sign in 
Texas was larger. Since then, 
Dyer has represented the Car- 
dinals at meetings of the war- 
suspended Texas League. 

The exit of Southworth, who 
brought St. Louis three pennants 
and two world titles in four and 
one-half seasons, came only with 
the permission of Breadon. South- 
worth, like his managerial prede- 
cessors, had signed a season at a 
time until late in 1944 when he 
gained a contract that would have 
carried him through 1946. So he 
needed the green light from 
Breadon before he could negotiate 
with Boston,

Dyer brings to the job as Cardi- | 
nal pilot no brilliant playing back- 
ground. A lefthanded pitcher, he 
served St. Louis subsidiaries and 
the parent club from 1922 through 
1927, a sore arm curtailing his 
active career. However, as a 
minor league manager and as a 
judge of baseball talent, the soft- 
spoken, quiet Texan held the same 
kind of reputation that he had as 
an allround athlete at Rice In- 


stitute and then as a leading foot- 
ball official in the Southwest, He 
belatedly received an A.B. degree 
in 1936. 

Dyer enjoyed first the faith of 
Branch Rickey and then of 
Breadon. From 1928 he managed 
farm clubs at Topeka, Kan.; Scott- 
dale, Pa.; Springfield, Mo.; Greens- 
boro, N.C.; Huntington, W.Va.; Co- 
lumbus, Ga.; Houston and Colum- 
bus, O. From Class C through 
Class AA minor leagues, Dyer- 
managed teams always were at 
the top or close to it.

Billy merely said he 
had an offer he didn’t want to 
turn down and would Breadon 
release him. Billy added he 
was sure Sam wouldn’t stand 
in his way. 

“If you put it that way, I cer- 
tainly won’t stand in your way,” 
Breadon replied. He pointed 
out, however, that the prospec- 
tive change left the Cards “high 
and dry,” and asked for time to 
think it over and look around. 

Dyer was  Breadon’s first 
choice, just as he was the man 
Sam thought of first when he 
decided to part with Branch 
Rickey. Eddie had left the 
Cardinal organization for sev- 
eral reasons, one of them a de- 
sire to spend more time with 
his family at Houston, Tex. The 
full-time job as director of the 
Cardinal farm system is a 12- 
months proposition, but as man- 
ager of the team on the field 
he can spend the winter months 
at home. This, Breadon said, 
was a factor in causing Eddie 
to accept the job. 

Terms of Southworth’s con- 
tract with the Braves have not 
been disclosed, but the docu-

Give Me Liberty! 


The statement below, addressed to the loyal workers of 
Higgins Industries, Inc., New Orleans, La., is published here 
because we believe it holds special interest to every American 


citizen. 


Higgins Industries, Inc., has voluntarily shut down shop 
because of the harassment of organized labor unions and 
government agencies. 


This present and last strike called by the self-styled “elected” bargaining 
agents of the multitudinous crafts accepted for affiliation with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, has degenerated into violence, intimidation and sabotage. No 
matter what name has been applied to it—‘“lockout,” “shutdown,” “stoppage,” or 
“fishing expedition”—this is the last strike at Higgins Industries, Inc. 


The dream I had of educating these people to co-operate and produce an ex- 
ample, a yardstick that. would prove that management and labor could get along 


together, degenerated into a nightmare. 


On every occasion when speaking to labor groups I counseled moderation, 
clear thinking and wise leadership to make the peace obtained at such high costs 
worthwhile. I preached the same theories on many occasions before employer 


groups. ° 


I have fought the good battle for labor. I will continue to stand for the rights 
of labor. I believe in organized labor and collective bargaining, but I do not be- 
lieve in and will not support any isolated pressure group that is abusing organ- 
ized labor and its membership. 


I consider the Wagner Labor Act oppressive in its operation, and in the long 
run will do labor and American industry a disservice. Under that law, or its 
interpretation, an employer is powerless to effectively plead his own case. He is 
denied his constitutional right of free speech. He can be accused of any outrageous 
thing, or deed, or intent, by any labor representative, and if he dares to defend 
himself to the public, or to his own employees he is in danger of being found guilty 


of unfair labor practice. 


The men who have been with this company have on many occasions been 
ordered to cease work, arbitrarily, by some steward or by some business agent, 
completely ignoring the bargaining contracts and agreements, or the orderly 
processes of settling disputes provided therein. 


We had resigned ourselves to work out difficulties and possibly overcome 
them by conciliation and the processes of law, however inadequate and unjust; 
but within the last several days the stream of reports and visible evidences of 
assault on those men coming to work, threats and intimidations to their families, 
threats against their lives, plus acts of sabotage, have caused this management to 
come to an extreme decision that we hope will be so sacrificial and so soundly 
taken, that it wil] shock the law makers and those that have been abusing power; 
we have decided for these reasons and for the protection of the lives of our em- 
ployees to call this terrible condition to the attention of the country by shutting 
down our manufacturing operations despite golden opportunities. 


We have approximately $40,000,000 of orders on hand. If we were free of 
this threat, if we could be clear in our planning, we could take on more work 
to provide more jobs. It is a certainty that we could have provided more jobs, 
at equal or higher pay, than we did in our spectacular accomplishments during 
the war. Such an operation required cooperation of labor and management alike, 
but labor was found unable to meet. this responsibility. 


These alleged labor leaders have shown a callous disregard of the interests 
of their members and of the industries th ey were serving. They never recognized 
the fact that by helping improve the position of the company, or any other com- 
pany they had dealings with, they would be assisting in creating works, better 
works, in providing better jobs at better pay. 


Men that collect, handle and are custodians of immense amounts of money 
derived from dues and fees should be worthy of a bond! Does the rank and file 
know what dispasition is being made of the immense amounts so collected ? 


These self-styled or self-elected bargaining agents have been misleading their 
membership. This strike was unquestionably called for their own self-perpetua- 
tion, and the workers are their scapegoats. ; 


These business agents of the local crafts who have gained the support of ‘the 
presidents of their international unions have influenced these responsible and 
serious men against this company, in face of the fact that I, the president of this 
company, overlooking all of .the difficulties I was suffering from a local condi- 


tion, gave support to organized labor, subscribing as I have always done to the 
rights and dignity of labor, and hoping that I could add sound, workable ideas to 


the principles of democracy. 


Contrary to these pigmy men damaging organized labor, I am still the friend 
of labor and of organized labor, but from now on, I will support organized labor 
only provided labor itself does the sensible thing—to demand and elect that they 
be made responsible under the law, as is any other organization, and as I wrote 
President Truman in my letter ef October 15th past: “ All officers or agents of 
the union should be accountable for all initiation fees, dues, fines and collections, 
and such officers or agents should be commercially bonded.” 


Organized labor unions must be made responsible under law for their agree- 
ments and their contractual obligations, the same as any other commercial organ- 


ization. 


We have just finished an awful war. If the poor devils that got by without 
being killed cannot take a job without paying a tribute for it, then it is a futile 


victory. 


Now, this company is a prosperous and a going concern with vast operations 
possible for it at the time of this decision. Its operation would have called for the 
employment of a great number of men vital for the prosperity of this community, 
this state, and this section of the country. But, under the conditions imposed on us 
the ambition to take chances to take on works to create jobs has been lost to us. 


To the stockholders and management of this company, the chief incentive 
was to create good works, to provide jobs, and make a contribution to the welfare 
of this country. To do so we must meet payrolls; we have to be in a competitive 
position; we realize we cannot do so when dealing with pigmy-minded, vicious 


men. 


So, spectacularly, we are going to act as the guinea pig, and call it “quits” 
rather than work under these impossible conditions. These grave decisions were 
arrived at when we had evidence that the power, unconstitutional or not, of vari- 
ous government agencies were combining and being directed in association with 


these local groups, fallaciously supported by their international presidents to 


’ goerce us into impossible working contracts. 


Last year the War Labor Board said we had a justifiable, full and proper 
right to cancel the contract with the A. F. L. crafts; ridiculously at the same time, 
another branch of that board said that we must continue an association with those 
same people under the same conditions of the contract they said we had the right to 


cancel, 


We submitted to indignities and arbitrary contradictions because we were 
manufacturing vital things needed for the winning of the war. When the war 
ended, we believe we very properly questioned the constitutional right of this war- 
time board to continue its domination over us. 


Here recently, we have been put in an absolutely untenable position where 
another group of organized labor has contended they represent a majority of our 
workers and have been granted hearings by an organization set up under the 
Wagner Labor Act, but in the face of this the War Labor Board notified me yes- 
terday that I was in contempt or in default, and would be shortly required to go 
to Washington again to debate clauses of a contract that that same war labor 
board said were properly cancelled;—this edict coming at a time when loyal work- 
ers are being assaulted or threatened with assault or worse; the placard carried 
by hired goons in front of my plant, brazenly denouncing and vilifying me, damn- 
ing the company, threatening that they were going to ruin the company, and vocally 
broadcasting a boycott of the company! 


After due deliberation, we came to the decision that we would free ourselves 
of this oppression. We cut the tentacles of the octopus, and like the Massachusetts 
Colonials that threw the tea overboard from the ships, by this act we will evidence 
our protest against bondage. The men at our plants, like the colonies, had no rep- 
resentation. They were denied the right of voting who would be their collective 


bargaining agents. 


Five years ago a few people forced a union contract on me. The local power 
hounds, aided and abetted by government departments, have held our workers in 
bondage and forced them to pay; not taxes, but tribute—and to whom? 


Now, I don’t intend to emulate Patrick Henry, or go as far as he did. He 
said, *“‘“Give Me Liberty or Give Me Death.” We say for ourselves and our work- 
ers, “Give Us Liberty and Life,” and the right of any man to take any job that is 
offered and he is qualified to take without tribute to any one.

LONDON, Nov. 7 (AP) 


LTHOUGH Hitler has disappeared from tne scene, the tragedy 
of Europe’s Jews is far from ended. The compdratively small 
number of Jews who managed to survive Nazidom's systematic 


campaign of elimination now face bitter struggles with hunger and 


disease 


In the explosive fury of Nazi persecution, 5,700,000 Jews vanished 


from their European homes, according to figures by the Allied War 


Crimes Commission. 


A survey by Associated Press 
ecorrespondents shows that since 
the end of the war there has been 
an almost’ complete removal of 
the anti-Jewish laws which Hit- 
ler’s legions carriea to every land 
they invaded, but that race hatred 
has not yet been exterminated. 


While governments announce 
measures to help Jews regain the 
health and livelihoods that perse- 
cution stripped from them, their 
citizens spasmodically loose the 
violence fostered by years of prop- 
aganda. 

From Linz in Austria, from 
Kracow in Poland, from Holland 
come reports of anti-Semitic out- 
breaks. 

In some countries — Poland, 
Hungary, France — the incidents 
are attributed to remains of Nazi 
venom added to the distillation of 
years of intolerance. In others—

Many Beyond Help. 


The most immediate problem 
Zor Europe’s Jews is physical re- 
habilitation; for many there is no 
hope. 

Tuberculosis, malnutrition, the 
long list of diseases due to slave 
labor and concentration camps, 
continue to take their toll. 

The American Army, however, 
has brought numbers of people 
back from the road to death. The 
first Jews repatriated to Buda- 
pest were in frightful condition. 
Those who returned after spend- 
ing a few months in Allied hands 
were well-fed, on their way to re- 

very. 
eameate rehabilitation is far 
more difficult. Several countries 
have passed laws and put officials 
to work attempting to recover 
Jewish property stolen by the 
Nazis. 

In some cases, they appear to 
be making headway. Ingenious 
Nazi methods of selling and re- 
selling confiscated * property make 
it almost impossible to disen- 
tangle ownership most of the time. 

As for making a new start, Jews 
in almost every country find they 
have to begin over again as they 
haven't even the remnants of their 
former possessions. 

In Yugoslavia, 50 per cent are 
forced to live on charity and eat 
in communal kitchens. ‘ Similar 
eonditions hold elsewhere. 

From country to country, over- 
all economic prospects for Jews 
appear closely linked to the na- 
tion’s general economic outlook. 

In Austria and Hungary, their 
chances for recovery rate below 
those of the hard-pressed popu- 
lation. 

In Belgium and France, they 
are on an equal basis, according 
to the survey. 


Palestine Is Hope. 


The main hope of the Jews, re- 
port correspondents in Germany 
and eastern Europe, is to go to 
Paleatine. 

Eighty per cent of the Hun- 
garian Jews, who were content to 
remain in the land of their birth 
before the war, have now become 
Zionists, Budapest reports. 

The great majority of the Jews 
in Germany and those in western 
Europe who have been unable to 
settle down again in their homes 
have also turned their eyes to 
Jerusalem. 

At present, only a trickle of 
them are able to enter Palestine. 
The British Government is con- 
sidering what should be done 
about immigration laws, Arab op- 
position makes it improbable that 
relief can be afforded on any scale 
comparable to the problem. 

Here is how the situation stacks 
up country by country, from east- 
ern Europe where hardships are 
the greatest to western Europe 
where important improvements 
seem within reach: 

Bulgaria - Situation appears 
brightest of any eastern European 
country.

Intervention by prominent Bul- 
garian leaders prevented Get'mans 
from carrying out wholesiule de- 
portations and liquidations. Bul- 
garian law provides a five-year 
prison term for anyone attempt- 
ing persecution of any minority 
group. 

Anti-Jewish economic laws im- 
posed during the war huve been 
removed and full economic and 
political rights have’ been restored 
to Jews. There appears to be no 
anti-Semitism in Bulgaria. 


Jews are having comparative 
success in recovering any real es- 
tate or stocks that were confis- 
cated, but restoration of personal 
and movable property is far more 
difficult, This affects the largest 
number of Bulgarian Jews, since 
most of them are small merchants. 


Poland—With the largest pre- 
war Jewish population, Poland 
presents the blackest picture. 


Before the war, there were 
3,500,000 Jews in Poland... Now 
there are between 100,000 and 150,- 
000. Jewish spokesmen say the 
Germans killed 3,200,000 and the 
rest fled the country. The few 
who remain in Poland are taking 
a lead in rebuilding the nation’s 
business amid the ruins of wer. 

There have been several out- 
breaks, including the burning of 
a synagogue in Kracow. While 
the government is officially try- 
ing to help the Jews toward eco- 
nomic rehabilitation, clandestine 
organizations circulate anti-Semit- 
ic pamphlets, 


Situation in Russia. 


Russia—Only the most meager 
information is available on the 
status of Jews in Russia and Rus- 
sian-occupied areas. However, the 
Russian constitution makes racial 


,or religious discrimination a pun- 


ishable offense. There is every 
reason to believe that Jews under 
Soviet control are treated in pre- 
cisely the same way as the rest 
of the population. 

Romania—Outright persecution 
of Jews stopped with the war’s 
end, but traditional Romanian 
anti-Semitism is as strong as ever. 

A small number of Jews remain 
in concentration camps, although 
they are held as political prisoners 
rather than because of their faith. 

Prominent Jews hesitate to send 
their children to public school, al- 
though bars against their en- 
trance have been removed, be- 
cause of the tense atmosphere 
that prevails. 


The best information available 
is that only about 40 per cent of 
the property taken from the Jews 
has been returned. 

About 80,000 Jewish homes and 
apartments were “requisitioned” 
in the war, and not many have 
been returned, 

About 250,000 Romanian Jews 
are believed to have lost their 
lives, 

There was a split in Bucharest’s 
Jewish community after their 
leader refused to instruct Roma- 
nia’s Jews to join the Communist 
party. The leader, Dr. Willy Fil- 
derman, was arrested and held in 
jail for three weeks. 

Hungary — Anti-Jewish restric- 
tions applying to theaters, res- 
taurants, schools, voting and mar- 
riage all have been wiped out in 
Hungary, but there still is some 
anti-Semitism. 

The Nazis were successful in 
despoiling Jews of all their pos- 
sessions. 

Fewer than 200,000 of Hungary’s 
prewar Jewish population of 700,- 
000 remain, spokesmen say. 

In the last two months, more 
than 10,000 were repatriated from 
Germany and about 30,000 more 
are expected, said Dr. Louis Stock- 
ler, chairman of Budapest's Jew- 
ish community. 

Stockler said that while most 
Hungarian Jews have decided 
since the war that they would like 
to go to Palestine, they are par- 
ticipating in Hungarian recon- 
struction in the meantime, 


Few Jews in Austria. 


Austria — Information available 
is confined mainly to the Ameri- 
can zone of occupation. American 
sources now estimate that there 
are about 38900 displaced Jews in 
the American zone, including about 
960 in Vienna. 


These people have been billeted| 


in permanent buildings and are 
receiving higher rations than the 
Austrians. 

Return of Jewish property is the 
concern of the Austrian govern- 
ment, although the Americans 
help where possible. 

The situation of Austrian Jews 
is difficult to determine since they 
disagree among themselves on 
how many have returned to 
Vienna. Estimates range from 
3000 to 10,000, 

Their economic re-establishment 
clearly will be a long, slow proc- 
ess because Austria was under 
Nazi domination since the spring 
of 1938 and the Nazis were thor- 
ough in their confiscation. 

There has been a simmering of 
anti-Semitism in Austria based on 
resentment against preferential 
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treatment given formerly perse- 
cuted Jews. In most cases it has

E MADE a point of having 
Wi best Christmas we could 

scrape together at Karenko 
prison camp in 1942, Our spirits 
were so low at that time of the 
year we knew we must find some 
kind of spiritual lift or abandon 
all hope. Christmas of 1942 thus 
became more than a holiday; it 
became a hook on which to hang 
our very lives. 

Col. William F. Braley had some- 
how managed to save his violin 
from the Japs. His playing often 
was a great solace to us in the 
barracks, and, fine musician that 
he was, he formed and became 
leader of a good choir made up of 
the prisoners. 

We had no song books, but, hap- 
Pily, several officers remembered 
the words of some of the more fa- 
miliar Christmas carols, and these 
the choir religiously practiced in 
the days leading up to Dec. 25. 

We all wanted to give the ap- 
pearance of being carefree on 
Christmas eve, I was still rocky 
from a couple of beatings and the 
beri beri, but I got up and joined 
in the decorating of our barracks, 
and the swapping of small pres- 
ents, after we had had our Christ- 
mas eve supper of the rice and 
the hot water the Japs called soup. 


We cut up old cigarette boxes | 


and anything else we could find 
that was colored and formed the 
bits into a sign reading “Merry 
Christmas.” Some of the boys 
brought in a bit of greenery from 
the truck garden in which we 
were working, and spread these 
about in the manner of holly. 

When we had done all there was 
to do, at giving the barracks a 
holiday air, we sat down to admire 
it—pathetic as we knew it was— 
and tried to talk of the Christ- 
mases we had known without 
choking up. 

Then the choir began to sing 
as robustly as their conditions per- 
mitted. They started in the far 
end of the barracks, singing a 
carol or two for each squad. I 
went into my room and sat down 
on my cot. I could hear their 
voices coming closer. 

At last they were outside my 
door and, after a pause, they be- 
gan to sing an old favorite of 
mine, “Hark, The Herald Angels 
Sing.” I could not help putting my 
head in my hands. I was so glad 
they could not see me. 

Something came over the Japs 


on Christmas ernoon. To our 
wonder and surprise they gave us 
30 ducks, for what\was now more 


went into our soup and carefully, 
scientifically, Major Gen. George 
F. Moore saw 

in our squad got his proper length 
of sliver. We ate our Christmas 
dinner together, were grateful for 
it, and hoped that it would mark 
a turning. point in our treatment. 

But there was no change. We 
continued to be forced to work to 
get an occasional extra spoon of 
rice, and we weighed that extra 
nourishment against the strength 
we were spending. The beatings 
continued, usually at the latrine, 
where there was always a line—so 
aggravated had become our kidney 
conditions. 

I had been hungry night and 
day since the start of the war a 
year before. Food became a mania 
with all of us. We woke up each 
morning with hunger paramount 
in our minds, ate our rice and hot 
water and were as hungry after it 
was finished as before, yearned 
for food through the long day, and 
went to sleep to dream of food. 
Every time during the night when 
we would have to go to the 
latrine—and risk a beating—we 
awoke to the realization that we 
were starving; that we must find 
nourishment. 

Our bodies had long since con- 
sumed all the human fats stored 
up by nature to provide for this 
very contingency. Our energies 
were now consuming the very 
muscular tissues of our bodies. 
Our weekly baths in the common 
bathing tank were shocking spec- 
tacles., 

Our labors had even used up 
the inner muscle of our buttocks. 
The skin of our buttocks just hung 
down the backs of our skeleton- 
ized legs like deep pockets. But 
we were beyond all mortification 
over our appearance, There was 
nothing in our mind except food. 
The lush banquet we dreamed 
of at night only made the awaken- 
ing to reality that much worse, 

Early in January, 1943, we re- 
ceived something from our cap- 
tors which under any other cir- 
cumstance would have been a re- 
volting gift. The Japs maintained 
a slaughter house near Karenko, 
and a shipment of cattle had been 
sent there to be turned into some 
sort of canned meat for the Jap 
Army. This day in question we 
received a quantity of animal 
stomachs, intestines and lungs, We 
ate this nauseating viscera greed- 
ily, hoping not so much to build 
up our strength but simply to 
avoid passing out completely. 

We craved so madly for animal 
protein that after every rain 
many of our members would 
search the ground for snails. The 
snails which did show themselves 
were far removed from the es- 
cargot which French chefs can 
prepare so tastefully. They were 
a large, tough mussel, dreadful 
to taste. But those who found 
them considered themselves lucky 
and hobbled quickly over to the 
kitchen to boil them in hot wate 
and wolf them. -

a white worm about an inch long, 
with a black head. There were 


dozens of these worms in every 
cup. At first we carefuly took 
them out of the rice with our 
chopsticks and put them to one 
side. 

But in final desperation we 
closed our eyes and simply ate, 
telling ourselves that there might 
even be protein in a worm. 

Our rice also contained large 
numbers of small black weevils. 
These were impossible to sepa- 
rate from the grains. We ate 
thousands of them, looking for the 
tiniest nutrition to give us the 
strength to work in the fields. 


Then on Jan. 7, without previous 
warning, I was given a new job. 
The three lieutenant § generals, 
Heath, Percival and myself; the 
civilian governors, Shenton Thom- 
as, Mark Young and A. I. Spits, as 
well as officers more than 60 years 
old and those suffering from the 
worst disorders were appointed 
goat-herders. 


The Japs had allowed us to pur- 
chase about 30 goats out of our 
prisoner of war pay, pay which 
was credited to us but which we 
rarely were given. The goats were 
hardly more than kids, and 
though the temptation was great, 
we could not slaughter them at 
the time we bought them because 
there would not have been enough 
meat to make more than a shred 
for each man. So we set about 
the task of raising them, against 
the day when they would be large 
enough to provide for us. 


It was considerably worse than 
watching a pot come to a boil. 
And they took a lot of caring for. 
The work of herding them made u 
man of age and rank feel foolish. 
It would not have been so bad, 
probably, if we had been able to 
handle them as we wished. But 
the Japs had to have a say in the 
business of raising them. The 
Japs decided each day just where 
the herd could graze, and the 
herders must keep the wandering 
goats precisely in the chosen area. 


It is difficult to hold free-willed 
goats to a certain ground. And 
even if one did it was sometimes 
wrong. Col. Stuart A. Hamilton, 
Chemical Warfare officer, and I 
took over the herd from Gen. 
Heath one day and he outlined 
for us the boundaries in which we 
must keep the goats. 


This we managed to do by keep- 
ing pretty much on the run around 
the herd, But then we looked up 
and saw an irate Jap soldier run- 
ning at us. A fence separated us. 
He called Col. Hamilton and me 
over to the fence, made us stoop 
over it, and snipped us on the 
nose a few times to indicate that 
we were grazing the goats in the 
wrong place. 

I sometimes think 
mean and preposterous punish- 
ment as thif was almost as galling 
as the shock of being brutally 
beaten. If I had had the strength

Patent-Medicine Penicillin? 

Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Pharmaceutic manufacturers of the 
Wnited States made remarkable contri- 

‘butions to the war effort. Outstanding 
was the production and distribution of 
penicillin, which saved more lives than 
can probably ever be estimated. Now 
some. manufacturers, perhaps overly 
alert to the drive for prestige and profits 
in the postwar period, seem ready to 
abandon co-operation and rational ihera- 
peutics. 

“At least four firms are actively mar- 
keting or planning to market antibiotic 
preparations such as penicillin and tyro- 
thricin under special trade names, These 
agents are among the most active and 
useful compounds that have ever been 
developed. Some of their usefulness 
will be lost by confusing their identity. 
Whe phenomenal success of sulfonamide 
therapy in the United States has been 

artly due to the willingness to make 
hese compounds available under non- 
proprietary names. 

“When a physician prescribes sulfanil- 
amide, sulfathiozole, sulfadiazine or any 
other sulfonamide, he knows exactly 
what he is prescribing. Such was not 
and is not the case in other countries 
where the sulfonamides have been of- 
fered under a multiplicity of names. 

“What can manufacturers really gain 
by abandoning the prestige and publicity 
that have been given to penicillin and 
attempting in lieu thereof to establish 
new names which mean nothing to the 
medical profession? If their prepara- 
tions are misused and if antibiotic ther- 
apy does not make the progress for 
which there is promise, these manufac- 
turers must share the blame.” 

T above comment deserves wider 
publicity than it will have among the 
readers of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, from which it is 


taken.

Diplomacy and the Bomb 


On the eve of Prime Minister Attlee’s confer- 
ence with Mr. Truman in Washington next week 
about the atomic bomb, it is becoming painfully 
evident that United States world prestige has 
suffered a major setback because of the negative 
policy which the President has adopted toward 
nuclear power. 

The Prime Minister’s visit has been spoken of 
officially in the capital in the most moderate 
tones, but the truth of the matter, as Saville R. 
Davis reports from London to the Christian 
Science Monitor, is that the British feel so strong- 
ly about our atomic-bomb policy that they do not 


‘ trust themselves to speak about it except through 


the Prime Minister and to the President. 

The fact is, Mr. Davis says, that Bagland—a 
land without water power and with coal mines 
dug so deep that the costs of further mining are 
exorbitant—looks to nuclear power to enable 
it to compete with industrial nations that are 
amply endowed with water power or coal. “To 
Britain,” he writes, “the prospect of atomic 
power for industry opens an incredible vision 
of a new lease on economic affairs just as it 
was about to sink into the position of a second- 
or third-rate economic power.” 

To let “the key to the next industrial revolu- 
tion” remain a monopoly of its greatest com- 


‘petitor, the United States, would be “the final 


crushing blow” to England, Mr. Davis writes. 

Russia feels much as England does about it, 
for somewhat different reasons, but apparently 
quite as strongly. Foreign Commissar Molotov 
yesterday made the first official declaration by 
high Soviet officialdom that the United States 
should share its knowledge of atomic power. 
“There ought to be no secret about the subject,” 
he asserted, 

Mr. Molotov had spoken more passionately 
about it during the London Conference of For- 
eign Ministers, when he said at a dinner party 
that Secretary Byrnes had not been. compelled 
to argue about anything—all that he had to do 
was hold up a little bomb. 

Joseph C. Harsch, writing from Washington, 
also in the Monitor, says our atomic monopoly 
has made Russia bristle over point after point 
in discussion among the Big Three and is cre- 
ating an increasingly tense atmosphere between 
the Soviet Union and the United States. 

At the same time that Russia has been drawing 
away from.us because of our atomic policy, it 
has been drawing closer to Britain for the same 
reason. “The net result,” Mr. Harsch finds, “‘is 
that Britain today enjoys the kind of diplomatic 
position which statesmen dream about in their 
most expansive moments”—as mediator between 
the two strongest powers on the globe, the 
United States and Russia. 

It is a position which Winston Churchill 


coveted but never was able to bring off for . 


England—a position which the United States 


has continuously sought to occupy and which it 
has forfeited in a twinkling by one wrong-headed 


policy. Mr. Harsch believes “British diplomacy 
stands in a fair way to reap all the credit for 
any international good purpose to which the 
bomb. may be put.” 

Is it too late? It may not be, if the United 
States Government will set itself to the forma- 
tion of a policy which will make atomic power 
a force for its own regulation and for construc- 
tive influence in the world. It will assuredly 
be too late if we persist much longer in the 
course of hoarding the knowledge, of standing 
in the way of progress through peaceful use of 
nuclear energy, and of making the atomic bomb 
a source of universal anxiety and mistrust. 
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The Last Adventure 

The proposal of two Canadians to cross the 
Atlantic in a 10-foot barrel is what comes of the 
melancholy notion that there are really no more 
frontiers. The gentlemen who have rolled out 
the instant: barrel obviously believe that, if they 
are to have any at all, they will have to make 
synthetic frontiers for themselves. 

The project is purely fabricated adventure, for 
the essence of pioneering is that it intends to 


move back the boundaries of human possibility. . 


Crossing the Atlantic in a 10-foot barrel, or any 
other length barrel, leads nowhere, It has no 
future, and precious little present, 

The thing anyone ought to be sorriest about 
is that here are two men with the priceless gift 
of an adventuresome heart who do not see—or, 
seeing, are unmoved by—the vast and perilous 
frontier that stretches everywhere in front of 
us all in this eleventh month of the forty-fifth 
year of the twentieth century. The control 
of the atomic bomb, the utilization of nuclear 
energy for peaceful prosperity, the establish- 
ment of a convention of world action, the suc- 
cessful completion of our long battle to master 
the machine, the adjustment of the forms of 
government so that people can use them instead 
of being used by them—these adventures rise 
to confound us on frontiers beside which those 
of Daniel Boone and Christopher Columbus were 
timid child's play. 

Cross the Atlantic in a barrel? Cross the twen- 
tieth century, or our small part of it, in a whole 
skin—there is a project to try a pioneer’s mettle. 
If the two Canadian men want a frontier worthy 
of their courage and their skill, let them quit 
boondoggling at adventure and take it on. 
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A Penalty for Bribe Solicitors 

Petit larceny in Missouri is punishable by a 
jail sentence of up to one year and a fine of up 
to $100. 

The soliciting of a bribe by a legislator, on 
the other hand, cannot be punished by more than 
two months in prison and a fine of $100. 

This quirk in the law ig highlighted again by 
the Falzone case. It was doubtless astonishing 
to many citizens to learn that conviction for the 
offense of which the Senator was accused car- 
ries a less severe penalty than if the defendant 
had raided an apple orchard, deposited a slug 
in a pay telephone or misbranded a barrel of 
vinegar. 

A new effort to correct this strange and in- 
equitable defect in Missouri law is being under- 
taken by Senator Frisby of Bethany, who is pre- 
paring a bill to make bribe solicitation by pub- 
lic officials a felony, punishable by five years in 
prison. . 

There have been such efforts before, but they 
have failed. Passage of the new bill offers a 
ehance for the Legislature to remove some of

the disesteem with which it is often regarded 
by the public. Certainly such an exhibition as 
that of last May, when a similar bill failed in the 
House because so many members ducked a vote 
on it, wasn’t good for the Legislature’s reputa- 
tion. It actually led to suspicion among many 
that the absentees wanted to protect bribe solici- 
tors by retaining the present slap-on-the-wrist 
penalty. 

There are drastic provisions for punishing per- 
sons who give bribes. What legislator will argue 
that the penalty should be less for the official 
who violates his trust and his oath by offering 
to sell his vote or his influence? 
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Paradox of Minimum Wages 

Those who are blocking a 40-cent minimum 
wage in Missouri will dispute Chester Bowles’s 
testimony that a 65-cent Federal minimum would 
eventually reduce prices. In static bookkeeping 
thinking, it sounds paradoxical. In the dynamic 
setting of events, however, it is solid sense in 
the same way that money spent on new ma- 
chinery can reduce prices. 

Mr. Bowles’s statement that “Higher wages 
increase productivity” does not mean, of course, 
that anyone would be better off if every income 
and cost were stepped up by an equal percentage, 
Applied to the ill-paid minority, however, it is 
a true proposition. Such people would indeed 
repay their higher wages by increasing the quan- 
tity and quality of their output in still greater 
proportion. 

As the wages of such people now stand, they 
cannot achieve a sufficient staridard of food and 
shelter to maintain their output, let alone in- 
crease it. The rate of decHne to the relief rolls 
among such workers is shocking. We cannot 
expect them to use machinery skillfully or to 
stick to their jobs. So the coolie-wage indus- 
tries are marked by costly inefficiency. 

‘A legislated minimum would, of course, re- 
quire some price increases. So proportionately 
few workers are now below the proposed mini- 
mum, however, that Mr. Bowles is correct in 
arguing that increases would be small. An 
even if there were not every probability that 
prices would come down again as workers be- 
came more productive and employers adopted 
better methods, there is still no real economy 
in prices founded on sub-maintenance wages. 

Costs cannot be destroyed. A sweatshop wage 
simply shifts costs from consumers, who should 
be paying them, to the public at large in the 
form of charity and the expensive measures to 
keep disease, crime and poor citizenship from 
ruining us all. Mr. Bowles’s doctrine is sound. 
Congress should adopt it. So should the Mis- 
souri Legislature. 
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Futile Offer to Indonesia 

The high-sounding offer which the Nether- 
lands Government has made to the people of the 
East Indies through Acting Gov. Gen, Van Mook 
is merely a repetition, in perhaps more preten- 
tious language, of the offer Queen Wilhelmina 
propounded in a radio address three years ago. 
The Queen offered the creation of a Common- 
wealth of the Netherlands, Indonesia, Surinam 
and Curacao. The people of the East Indies, on 
their side, want no part of a commonwealth. 
They want independence, 

It is little wonder that, according to reports, 
leaders of the independence movement tried to 
persuade Van Mook not to make the proposal 
public, on the ground that it would only alienate 
Indonesian opinion further. The meaningless 
repetition of a rejected offer is both an empty 
and a stubborn gesture. It will take more states- 
manship than that to stop the bloody revolution 
and to begin establishing order in the Far East 
on the firm foundation of the colonists’ rights 
and aspirations, 
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Hear! Hear! 


Harold Laski writes of a recent parliamentary 
exchange between Health Minister Bevan and 
the Tory Opposition on the urgent question of 
housing as though the whole thing were a 
passage in a play. He rejoices, in the language 
of a theatrical notice, in Mr. Bevan's “triumph.” 

This enthusiasm comes not merely from Prof. 
Laski’s pleasure in a Labor success. It's the 
appreciation of a connoisseur. The whole thing 
is in the realm of esthetics, an atmosphere some- 
what more rarefied than that of our own legis- 
lative chambers. Mr. Bevan is praised for set- 
ting Government benches arock with laughter, 
and stunning the opposition with his brilliance. 
The spirit is the same as if he had appeared 
with competence in the role of Macbeth or 
Hamlet. It’s art, pure art. 

‘All this is probably a good thing in British 
public life. It leaves great areas where oppo- 
nents may relax and admire one another with- 
out reference to principles, Prof. Laski is un- 
restrained in his enjoyment of Churchill’s Tory 
eloquence. And he quotes a susceptible Con- 
servative’s exclamation after Bevan’s perform. 
ance, “There goes a certain Prime Minister!" 

The mind turns from Westminster to Wash- 
ington. In the classic marble halls of our Capitol, 
are there spare niches anywhere for the goddess 
Thespis, say, and a couple of the Graces? 
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Why Not Get Out of China Now? 


The unofficial report from Tientsin that Unit- 
ed States Marines are to be withdrawn from 
North China, probably by Dec. 5, is, if true, a 
victory for American public opinion, but it may 
be a barren victory unless our authorities can 
be further prodded by public opinion into mov- 
ing faster than the dispatch indicates. 

There are some 75,000 Marines in North China, 
in key cities held by the Chungking Government 
in the very midst of the Chinese Communists’ 
stronghold. They have been there much too long 
as it is, and every day longer they remain will 
bring grave perils of our involvement in the ac- 
tual shooting of the Chinese civil war. 

Why keep on making the mistake and running 
the danger till Dec. 5? Why not get out now— 
today? Our troops had no business there in the 
first place. They were put there by a foreign 
policy based on bluff and pretense, It is plain 
enough even to the framers of the mistaken pol- 
icy that the American people do not approve. It 
ought to be made equally plain to them that 
the American people do not approve of pro- 
erastination, with all its hazards, in correcting 
the error.

A pelican wearing a sweater and the let- 
ters P.D.Q. ig familiar to motorists from 
San Diego to San Francisco, It is the sym- 
bol of Petrol Oil, a leading independent oil 
producer of Southern California. Petrol’s 
guiding genius is Edwin W, Pauley. 


Like his pelican, Pauley, 42, is pretty 
quick. He was quick enough, in spite of 
his size (six feet five, 220 pounds) and an 
airplane crash that laid him abed for a 
year, to make millions in the oi] business. 
His was a quiet beginning in politics when 
Gov, Culbert L. Olson appointed him to 
several California State boards in 1939. 


He is now President Truman's repre- 
sentative, with the rank of Ambassador, on 
the Allied Reparations Commission. He is 
frequently mentioned for a Cabinet ap- 
pointment. 


Pauley first got into politics out of ad- 
miration for Franklin D. Roosevelt. A 
year in bed made him appreciate the hur- 
dies Roosevelt had surmounted. As a busi- 
ness man, he thought it unfortunate that 
business was dealing at arms’ length with 
government. He didn’t really intend to 
make a career of politics, he explained last 
week, but one thing led to another. 


The Smell of Oil 


Soon Pauley was treasurer of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, and in the last 
campaign the Democrats, for once, had all 
the money they needed, Moreover, Pauley 
helped Robert Hannegan, the party chair- 
man, swing the deal that gave Harry &. 
Truman the vice presidency. 


Last week, however, Pauley ran into 
some rough politics. The St, Louis Post- 
Dispatch, whose investigation of the Tea- 
pot Dome transaction unearthed a scandal 
that broke the Harding Administration, 
was smelling oil again, and its nose pointed 
straight toward Pauley, 

A Post-Dispatch Washington correspond- 
ent, Edward A, Harris, delved into the in- 
terests behind Joint Resolution 225, a meas- 
ure that would quit-claim all Federal rights 
to off-shore oil deposits between the low- 
water mark and the three-mile limit. Al- 
ready passed by the Houge, with only 11 
dissenting votes, the bill is now before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 

Harris related that the legislation was 
drawn by the Attorney General of Cali- 
fornia, Robert.W. Kenny, and his special 
assistant, William W. Clary, a title expert. 
Clary’s fee, after it is agreed upon, will be 
paid in part by California and in part by 
the oi] companies, The companies now pay 


the State about $5,000,000 a year to extract 
$25,000,000 worth of off-shore oil. 


Harris also reported that when Kenny 
and Clary brought their bill to Washington, 
Pauley took them to meet three Senators 
and gave them persona] introductions to 
Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn and 
Chairman Hatton Sumners of the House 
Judiciary Committee. Senator Pat McCar- 
ran, chairman of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, subsequently introduced the quit- 
claim bill, 
asked him to do it, 

Last week, following the Post-Dispatch 
articles, Attorney General Tom Clark asked 
the United States Supreme Court for per- 
mission to sue California over the off-shore 
oil rights. The court agreed, giving Cali- 
fornia till Dec. 28 to prepare its defense. 


Petroleum Reserve for War 


Pauley contended that the Post-Dispatch 
was shooting at him to hit President Tru- 
man, Attorney General Kenny said that 
it was his duty to protect California's les- 
sees, and that the oil companies, with 
heavy investments at stake, “had every 
right in the world to interest themselves 
in the legislation.” Clary said that men- 
tion of the part-payment of his fee by oil 
companies was an attempt to “confuse the 
issue by red-herring tactics,” 

Meanwhile, Standard Oil of New Jersey, 
having leased 1,400,000 acres of shore and 
shallow water areas from North Carolina, 
atarted prospecting for off-shore deposits 
in the Atlantic. Standard geologists have 
spent two years in preliminary testing. 

Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes 
is behind the movement to wrest control 
of off-shore oil from the states. He be- 
lieves the vital importance of petroleum 
in war makes it imperative for the Gov- 
ernment to acquire these deposits as re- 
serves, 

Last spring, Ickes got Attorney General 
Francis Biddle to file a test suit in Los 
Angeles Federal District Court. Biddle, 
when he left office at President Truman's 
request, announced this suit in such a way 
as to put his successor, Tom Clark, on the 
spot if he should later forget about it. 

Biddle’s suit—delayed previously by 
President Roosevelt, at Pauley’s request— 
inspired the efforts of California, Texas 
and the oil companies to get Congress to 
act before a court could rule on the issue, 
Now, as a result of the Post-Dispatch furor, 
the Senate probably will wait for a Su- 
preme Court ruling.

The president general of the national 
D.A.R., a Géorgia lady for whose charm as 
well as for whose sincerity we have the 
highest respect, spoke at the Iowa D.A.R.

J. B. Powell Tells Story 
Of His 25 Years in China 


“My 25 Years in China,” by John B, Powell. (Mac 
millan Co,, New York.) 

In early February, 1917, J: B. Powell 
walked eagerly ashore from a Japanese 
freight boat that, laden with an odorous 
cargo of rotten fish, had brought him te 
Shanghai. Fresh from a position as jour+ 
nalism teacher at the University of Missou- 
ri, the young man had come to China toe 
assist Thomas Millard, another Missourian, 
in launching a newspaper. 

In August, 1942, a Corporal of Marines 
entered a stateroom of the liner Gripsholm, 
picked up in his arms an emaciated, crip- 
pled man and carried him down the gang- 
plank to a waiting ambulance, The patient 
was the same J. B. Powell, back in America 
after months in a Jap prison where mal- 
nutrition and beastly treatment had caused 
gangrene in both feet, resulting subsequent- 
ly in their almost total amputation. 

. . * 

The events between those two debarka- 
tions form the substance of Mr. Powell's 
book. In the quarter-century interval, he 
had made a distinguished career for him- 
self in the Far East, as publisher, writer 
and correspondent for various American 
and British newspapers. For years a fear 
Jess opponent of Jap militarism and age 
gression, he was a marked man when the 
Mikado’s forces took over in December, 
1941, His execution had been rumored 
several times before he was at last per- 
mitted to leave in an exchange of internees, 

Mr. Powel] does not write the personal- 
history type of memoir. His career in the 
Orient was so concerned with public affairs, 
and his interest in them wag so keen, that 
the book is almost as much a 25-year 
history of China as of Powell. 

There is greater interest for the reader, 
of course, when the author is writing about 
himself. His five-week experience in 1023 
as a Captive of Chinese bandits is an en- 
thralling story, and there are other ex- 
citing personal episodes. But Mr. Powell 
seems to assume that his own experiences 
are insignificant as compared with the 
momentous events of China's evolution and 
of world history that occurred around 
him in those 25 years. 


* . + 


The author's modesty, unfortunately, 
leaves the picture unfinished. His courage 
as a crusading journalist in the face of 
threats and constant danger, his pluck in 
the horrible Jap prison and in his long 
fight for recovered health — these are 
brought out but incompletely. However, 
Mr. Powell's many friends, in China and 
America, will gladly testify to the facts he 
passes over so lightly. 

The very fact of the 436-page book's pub- 
lication is a demonstration of Powell's grit, 
It was composed under the greatest of dif- 
ficulty—written in long-hand, then rewrit- 
ten four times, in his three-year stay in a 
New York hospital, between operations, 
transfusions and skin-grafting, during peri- 
ods when he was forced to lie in twisted 
positions for weeks on end, and later was 
painfully learning to walk again. 

J. B. Powell's book proves that he is 
indeed entitled to the proud title of “old 
China hand.”

ERNARD M. BARUCH must have meant to influence the 
financial negotiations between the British Government and our 


from the contents of his letter to 


Representative Gore of Tennessee, but from the fact that he chose 


Monday of this week to publish it. 


For just in these days the negotia- 


tions are at that delicate and critical point where the question is 
whether the Socialist Government of Great Britain will agree, in 


return for a dollar Joan, to make 


the attempt, which is difficult and 


full of risk, to re-establish the free international markets which our 


Government desires. 

It is still uncertain whether the 
views of the two governments can 
be reconciled, If they are not, the 
Western world, already gravely 
divided from the Soviet Union, 
will be divided within itself. 

Thus, the failure of Britain and 
America to agree on a common 
regime of international trade for 
the democracies would be a shat- 
tering blow to the unity and sta- 
bility of the world. 


Fears Roused by Letter. 


Mr. Baruch é€xpresses no con- 
eern about all this, and as a mat- 
ter of fact his letter could hardly 
have been more subtly contrived 
to wreck the negotiations and 


prevent a reconciliation of the 
British and American views. For 
it incites those very suspicions on 
both sides of the Atlantic which 
stand in the way of a construc- 
tive compromise — namely, the 
American fear of being rooked in- 
to giving away our patrimony to 
foreigners, and the British fear of 
becoming subservient debtors of 
the United States. 

The effect is all the more de- 
structive in that the letter inter- 
venes by indirection and insinua- 
tion rather than by a straight- 
forward and explicit statement of 
what its author thinks should and 
should not be done. 

Mr. Baruch is concerned, judg- 
ing by his letter, with two aspects 
of foreign lending. The one is that 
we shall not extend credits which 
enable foreigners to buy more 
goods in our markets than we are 
able to produce for export. This 
would aggravate inflation. 

The other is that we shall not 
finance other countries “to na- 
tionalize their industries against 
us.” This might “destroy our own 
competitive system.” 


Credits Help Us, Too.. 


Tf that is all there is to say 
on these two subjects, the conclu- 
sion is very simple. Make no 
foreign loans; then by one master 
stroke we shall prevent foreigners 
from inflating prices in our mar- 
kets and from nationalizing their 
industries against us. 

But, obviously, there is a lot 
more to be said on these subjects 
than Mr. Baruch has said. One is 
that while large foreign credits 
can, if their use is undirected and 
uncontrolled, aggravate inflation, 
the stoppage of foreign purchases 
by refusing credits would certain- 
ly prevent the kind of full pro- 
duction which alone can prevent 
inflation. 

If Mr. Baruch knows any way, 
given the existing structure of the 
American economy, by which pro- 
duction can be maintained at a 
high level without very substan- 
tial exports, he knows something 
that no one else knows. It is, 
therefore, grossly misleading to 
talk as if foreign lending were a 


form of national sacrifice and 
charity when in fact it is a na- 
tional necessity. Yet in this let- 
ter that is exactly how Mr. Ba- 
ruch talks, as if lending itself 
‘must be presumed to be an evil 
rather than a good. 


| Mr. Baruch’s remarks on the re- 
lation between American credits 
and the nationalization of indus- 
try abroad are hardly what might 
reasonably have been expected 
from an elder statesman. They 
are based on the assumption that 
the United States can by the use 
of credit contro] the policies of 
foreign governments, The assump- 
tion is as untrue as it is danger- 
ous, 


A Stimulus to Collectivism. 


For Mr. Baruch is supposing 
that, with American credit, So- 
cialist governments abroad will be 
better able to nationalize indus- 
tries than without American cred- 
it. But, on the contrary, the 
more these foreign countries with 
their Socialist governments are 
isolated from the markets of the 
outer world and forced to rely 
upon their own resources, the 
more stringent and total will be 
their collectivism. 


It is clear that Mr. Baruch has 
not® understood that in Great 
Britain it is the advanced Social- 
ists in league with the advanced 
imperialists who do not want 
Bretton Woods, who do not want 
the American loan. Why? Be- 
cause the Socialists want a closed 
economy which can be planned 
and regulated, because the im- 
perialists want to bind the Empire 
together even if they have to have 
state collectivism to do it. 

Mr. Baruch simply does not 
know what is going on in the 
world if he imagines that he can 
stop European’ Socialism by 
threatening to withhold American 
credit. The threat itself will only 
provoke Europeans to go faster 
and farther toward planned self- 
sufficiency within a closed sys- 
tem which American business men 
and financiers cannot interfere 
with, 


Riches Call for Wisdom. 


The withholding of credit, or of- 
fering it on conditions which are 
political and ideological rather 
than economic and business-like, 
can only make collectivism a cer- 
tainty. For in a state of eco- 
nomic siege or blockade within 
confined regions of the world, 
there can be little or no free ana 
competitive enterprise> 

We are now the most conserva- 
tive of the great powers. It is far 
from being an easy position to 
hold. We shall need for ourselves 
and for the principles we believe 
in, wisdom in affairs. 

We shall need a greater wisdom 
than the primitive notion that we 
can sit on our wealth and grow 
rich, or that, being rich, we can 
buy anything, including the#souls 
of our fellow men, that we choose 


to pay for.

Charges of a Sellers’ Strike 


HILE the management-labor conference is in the early stage, 
the behind-scenes struggle over wages and prices continues 


unabated. This struggle is 


so violent that it would seem in- 


evitable that sooner or later it will intrude on the somewhat more 
academic matters set out for discussion by the conference, 


The CIO continues to charge 
What large segments of industry 
are conducting a kind of sellers’ 
gtrike which has two objectives. 

The first is to postpone sales as 
far as can be done until after Jan. 
3, when there will be no excess 
profits tax. The second is to try 
to compel the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration to grant higher prices 
for new goods. 


€ongressmen Get Report. 


‘This charge of a sellers’ strike 
@ame to the attention of several 
members of Congress the other 
day, without any assistance from 
organized labor. The incident is 
revealing of the forces that are 
sparring for position in this pres- 
ent phase of our so-called recon- 
version effort. 

The owner of a chain of hotels 
reported to several members of 
Congress that he could not buy 
supplies to restock his hotels. He 
gaid that he tried to buy sheets 
and towels from a large textile 
firm and was told it would en- 
ter his orders on the books, but 
would make no. deliveries until 
after the first of next year. 

There seemed to be evidence 
that the firm was piling up large 
inventories to be sold after the ex- 
cess profits tax is repealed. The 
demands for goods of every sort 
is, of course, so great that compe- 
tition is not a major factor at 
this time. 


Inquiry by Vinson Urged. 


At least one member of Con- 
gress who heard this story called 
on Secretary of the Treasury 
Vinson for an investigation. While 
the practice seems to be perfectly 


legal, the indignant Congressman. 


wanted to know whether it wasn’t 
actually a form of tax evasion. 

OPA Administrator Chester 
Bowles has had a protracted 
struggle with the big motor com- 
panies in his effort to fix new-car 
prices. In the OPA files is a re- 
quest from the Ford company for 
a 60 per cent increase. 

One difficulty has been in get- 
ting data from the big companies. 
OPA officials say they have had 
to dredge out the facts, often 
against the indifference and even 


the opposition of the companies. 

From time to time, in trade pub- 
lications and in the Wall Street 
Journal, reports have appeared of 
manufacturers who were holding 
back their new production in an 
effort to jack higher prices out of 
OPA. Recently the weekly tip- 
sheet of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards implied 
that builders would not construct 
rental property if rent controls 
are imposed on the new housing. 

All this is in part the outgrowth 
of a period when wartime controls 
restrained normal competition, not 
alone between competing indus- 
tries but between competing seg- 
ments of our society. It is part of 
the yeasty ferment of the profit- 
making system. 

With the dammed-up pressure 
of a hundred billion. dollars in ex- 
cess money, it presents at this 
time grave dangers. Each group 
contends for higher prices, higher 
wages, and the interests of the 
whole nation are lost sight of. 


Mounting Inflation Danger. 


That was the warning of Elder 
Statesman Bernard M. Baruch in 
his letter to Representative Gore 
of Tennessee. It is a warning 
which we would do well to heed. 


As*in his recent testimony on a 
National Science Foundation be- 
fore Senator Kilgore’s subcommit- 
tee, Baruch stressed the need for 
an over-all survey of world needs 
in relation to America’s capacity 
to satisfy those needs. With al- 
most every country in the world 
needing some kind of help and 
every American citizen wanting 
all sorts of goods, the threat of 
inflation is not just a post-Hal- 
loween bogy. 


We have already taken some 
pretty big risks. We have cut off 
nearly six billions in taxes. If 
Baruch had been asked for his 
opinion, he would have opposed 
repeal of - the excess profits tax. 
That was a precarious step to 
take in light of the huge bill for 
World War II that has now fallen 
due. 

The management-labor confer- 
ence should have a steadying in- 
fluence. But whether it can re-

PLEA BY COMPTON 


Washington U. Man Suggests 
U. S., Britain, Russia Agree 
on Global Setup. 


The leading nations must agree 
to found a common government 
or undergo a third .global war 
which will destroy civilization, Dr.

Arthur H. Compton, chancellor of 
Washington University and one of 
the scientists who produced the 
atomic bomb, said last night in 
an address before the Men’s 
Brotherhood of Temple Israel. 

Speaking in Temple Israel 
House, 5003 Washington boule- 
vard, Dr. Compton declared, “The 
question of whether we want a 
world government is no longer a 
matter of choice. The real ques- 
tion is, how shall we get. it?” 

World government’ will be 
achieved in either of two ways, 
he continued. One alternative is 
to have a “push button” war be- 
tween the major powers of the 
earth in which one out of every 
four persons in practically every 
large city will be killed and the 
cities themselves will be anni- 
hilated. 

“If that occurs,” he said, “one 
power will win, but civilization. 
as we know it, will be destroyed 
and life will be terrible.”

chief nations agree on world con- 
trol Such an agreement, Dr. 
Compton suggested, should be en- 
on eer — United States,

These countries, he said, should 
each contribute their share toward 
a controlling unit which would 
have the power. to wage war and 
which would control “renegade” 
governments seeking to upset 
world stability. 

“It will be necessary,” he de- 


such a unit with full details of the 
atomic bomb. At the same time 
we must make sure that no other 
governmental unit than this one 
has the power to make the bomb.” 
Once suth an organization has 
been created, Dr. Compton said, 
atomic energy can be turned to 
peacetime uses. But, he added, if 
no agreement can be reached by 
the leading nations of the world, 
it will be necessary for the United 
States to build up its own atomic 
powers so that no other country 
will find it worth while to start a 
war. 
“It looks to me now,” he said, 
“as though the chance of a third 
world war is becoming more and 
more remote as people become 
aware of what that third world 
war would mean,” 

Foregoing of Sovereignties. 
To reach a common agreement, 
the chancellor added, the great na- 
tions of the world must be ready 
to understand, and willing to ac- 
cept, the fact that they must fore- 
go their national sovereignty just 
as the individual states of this 
country had to sacrifice their state 
sovereignty and become a part of 
the Federal union. | 
The slim, gray-haired scientist 
smiled as he recalled the develop- 
ments which led to the birth of 
the atomic bomb. In 1921, he said, 
physicists discussed the possibility 
of releasing atomic energy and 
agreed that it might be done in 
from 10 to 1000 years. Twenty 
years later, with the country at 
war, use of atomic energy became 
a matter of primary importance. 

After a year’s intensive effort, 
atomic energy was released on a 
small, but impressive, scale in a 
laboratory experiment. The phys- 
icists were given access to all the 
resources of the nation and con- 
struction of the bomb followed. 

“Now that the atomic age has 
been introduced,” Dr. Compton 
concluded, “no one can live alone.

The Civic Music League brought 
two- new singers before the St. 
Louis public in its second concert 
of the season, last night in Kiel 
Auditorium, They were Martial 
Singher, the French baritone, and 
Blanche Thebom, American mez- 
zo-soprano, both now associated 
with the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany. 

Though Mr. Singher’s voice did 
not communicate great warmth, 


his presentation of a well-selected 
and thoroughly interesting pro- 
gram had all the characteristics 
of artistic maturity. That alone 
was enough to give him a special 
eminence in times like these when 
singers are rushed into public ca- 
reers before either their voices or 
their minds have been disciplined. 
Group of Serenades. 
Mr. Singher’s discriminating 
musicianship was evident in every- 
thing he undertook, from the 
anonymous songs of the fifteenth 
and sixteenth century to the pure- 
ly theatrical lyricism of Masse- 
net’s “Vision Fugitive,” which he 
sang as,an encore. Particularly 
interesting was his group of sere- 
nades, a category that included 
a variety. of emotional expression. 
The Serenade from Mozart’s “Don 
Giovanni” was high comedy of a 
subtle and superior order in which 
the amorous sentiment of the mu- 
sic was deftly compromised by the 
satirical comment of the accom- 
paniment. 
Schubert’s famous “Staendchen” 
and the Gounod “Serenade” might 
nave been sung in much the same 
mood without violating the pro- 
prieties too obviously. Yet Mr. 
Singher enunciated a profound 
difference, the first being simple 
but from the heart and the sec- 
ond, light, tender and summery. It 
was these differences of inter- 
pretation that made his whole re- 
cital a refreshing series of con- 
trasts, and each number was ex- 
pressively phrased and inflected 
in accordance with the dictates of 
sound vocal performance. 
Blanche Thebom Criticism. 
Blanche Thebom, a large, hand- 
some girl with a large, handsome 
voice, showed. a commendable 
seriousness of intention in her 
part of the program but her voice 
was not always responsive to the 
needs of the occasion. A lack or 
suppleness detracted from both 
the clarity and the expressiveness 
of her aria from Haydn's “Or- 
pheus and Euridice.” Her open 
vibrato made her pitch a little 
uncertain on any substained note 
below a straight forte. Miss The- 
bom did very well, however, with 
Leonard Berstein’s “I Hate Music

Internee Says State Depart- 
ment Prevented Meeting in 
1941 to Warn People. 


Orders from the State Depart- 
ment forced cancellation of a pre- 
paredness meeting in Manila an 


|hour before it was to be held on 


June 20, 1941, E. Stanton Turner, 
an internee of Santo Tomas pris- 
on, said yesterday. Turner is in 
St. Louis on speaking engage- 
ments under Y.M.C.A, auspices. 

The meeting, arranged by an 
American Co-ordinating and Emer- 
gency Committee, was to be held 
in the office of the High Commis- 
sioner of the Philippines for the 
purpose of acquainting the com- 
munity with the fears of Army, 
Navy and Red Cross officials that 
war was imminent and to make 
preparations for evacuating non- 
combatant personnel, Turner said. 
He, with E. D. Gundelfinger of St. 
Louis, also interned later at Santo 
Tomas, was to be rn charge of the 
meeting. 

“One hour before the meeting, 
the High Commissioner, Francis 
B. Sayre, called us on the phone 

d told us that the State Depart- 
iment forbade such a meeting be- 
ing held in his office,” Turner said. 
“Our only hope of space for evacu- 
dating any large number of civili- 


)ans was to have the American 


Government provide boats,- The 

Government refused,on the ground 
that such facilities could not be 
offered to Americans without of- 
fering the same facilities to 18 mil- 


lion 1 eto 7 
w Inadequate. 

The ‘State Department’s later de- 
cision to provide free transporta- 
tion to the United States for 
Americans who survived impris- 
onment constituted an admission 
that inadequate warning had been 
given prior to the outbreak of war, 
ae. said. 

With regard to his imprison- 
ment at Santo Tomas, which be- 
gan on Jan. 6, 1942, Turner spoke 
haltingly, his voice trailing off as 
he seemed about to recall some de- 
tail of Japanese brutality. Any of 
the internees, he said, would have 
preferred sharp torture for a week 


or two, knowing they would sur-§ 


vive, rather than the slow agony 

of seeing 4000 persons in the pris- 

on slowly starve to death. 
Released for a Year. 

For a period Turner was re- 
leased from Santo Tomas. 

“Twelve Jap officers called me 
from the prison line-up, then Mrs. 
Turner, and told us of our release, 
naming prominent Filipinos who 
had requested it,” he related. 

“For one year we helped bring 
relief to families of men who had 
died on Bataan, to 300 older and 
sick Americans and British, and 
to soldiers who had escaped from 
the ‘death march.’ Finally I was 
brought* back, being told that I 
was fortunate, since I should have 
been killed if it had not been the 
emperor’s amnesty day.” 

Turner was released last Feb, 3 
and returned to the United States 
in May. He had lived in the Phil- 
ippines since 1915, working as 
'Y, M. C.A, secretary.

SOUTHAMPTON, Nov. 5. 
F OR 573 United States Army Wacs now home- 


ward bound aboard the Queen Mary, re- 
assimilation into civilian life is not going to 
be easy. They realize that and when they stop 
to think about it 
they are puzzled. 
They know that 
they are going to 
miss being the cen- 
ter of attention 
almost everywhere 
they go; they sub- 
consciously fear be- 
ing on their own 
again, individually 
competing for mas- 
culine favors 
sheerly on merit 
instead of on the 
basis of wartime 
circumstance. 
They are worried,

All too many talk exactly as the homesick, 
gpiritless GIs I saw in France. They fail to 
penetrate deeply into the reasons why the 
French have not made a resounding comeback. 
They, too, are impressed with the friendliness 
and hard work they saw in Germany. Most of 
them, however, do not think much of the Ger- 
man frauleins. No, sir, those blonde gals are 
strictly too forward and too smooth. 


Imagine getting stood up by an American for 
one of those German cuties. Why, she is just 
playing the old game for what she can get in 
cigarettes and candy and what-not. Besides, she 
was probably a Nazi and now she is just laugh- 
ing at the G.I behind his back.

THE MORE SERIOUS Wac gripes that the 
Army has failed in its job of indoctrination about 
the reasons the Americans are occupying Ger- 
many and why we have got to stay there, Com- 
pared with an equal number of G.I.s, these Wacs 
are much more aware of the insidious danger 
behind the present growing outbursts of warmth 
and devotion from the Germans, 


But it is still a superficial awareness, making 
it clear that somebody along the line has failed 
to get the real story of Germany and the war 
across to our enlisted personnel. United States 
Army occupation troops, most of them low 
pointers with little real battle service, are basing 
their judgments on what they see and hear 
among the Germans.

FIG MUFFIN is just about as 
husky from the nourishment 
angle as a muffin could possi- 
bly be. If you serve them for 
breakfast, you won’t need any 
serial that morning. But you will 
need fruit. Plenty of butter or 
margarine is a very necessary ac- 
companiment, They go best with 
that meal in which eggs, ham or 
bacon are included. Muffins of 
any kind need to be served while 
they are sizzling and the crust is 
crisp and crunchy and -when 
broken open they emit a puff of 
steam. We specify baking for 22 
minutes and that is what it took 
to bake the muffins the size we 
did. Our muffin rings hold just 
a little under a half cup of water. 
If your tins are smaller it won't 
take 22 minutes to bake your muf- 
fins. If they are larger it will 
take longer. So, after 15 minutes 
of baking, it will be well to begin 
peeking to see how baking is pro- 
gressing and you'll have to rely on 
your own judgment as to when 
baking is complete. 


Fig Muffins. 


One cup milk, one cup quick- 
cooking rolled oats, two table- 
spoons shortening, one cup sifted 
all-purpose flour, three table- 
spoons sugar, one tablespoon bak- 
ing powder, one teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth cup chopped nuts, one-half 
cup chopped, steamed figs, one- 
half cup milk, two eggs. 


Heat milk to scalding point over 
boiling water. Stir in rolled oats 
and shortening. Remove from 
heat and mix thoroughly. Set 
aside to cool, Cut figs with scis- 
sors and set in a strainer over 
boiling water for five minutes. 
Resift 
three times with sugar, baking 
powder and salt. Toss in nuts 
and figs and mix to distribute. 
Add milk to oats, then eggs, beat- 
ing well after each addition. Add 
wet ingredients to dry all at once. 
Mix just enough to wet all dry 
ingredients. Spoon into greased 
muffin tins, filling two-thirds: full. 
Bake at 375 degrees F. for 22 


Chronic Nephritis-— 
Common- Sense Medicine 


ATIENTS who do not recover 
P from acute nephritis pass into 

a stage of chronic nephritis. 
Other cases of chronic nephritis 
make their appearance without 
previous history of an acute at- 
tack. Cases of chronic nephritis 
may go on for months or years be- 
fore serious symptoms develop. 
Then again these patients may 
have long periods of comparative 
freedom of symptoms except for 
blood pressure readings above nor- 
mal, and urinary findings. 

As the disease advances a vari- 
ety of symptoms become evident 
and it may merge with other dis- 
orders presenting a symptom- 
complex requiring expert study to 
evaluate. Some cases are discov- 
ered by routine examination for 
insurance or by the patitnt feeling 
below par or losing weight. Signs 
of edema (swelling) of hands or 
feet, or the symptoms suggesting 
elevated blood pressure such as 
headache or dizziness, etc., often 
occur. Some patients become pale 
and pasty with anemia before the 
real diagnosis is established. 

The urine examination varies 
from a shght trace of albumin to 
excessive amounts, with or with- 
out red cells or casts. When the 
red cells and casts are present 
the diagnosis is definite and un- 
questionable. Albumin indicates 
either a simple mixture of al- 
buminous matter as blood, with 
the urine, or a morbid state 
of the kidneys, permitting albu- 


min to pass from the ‘blood. A cast 
is a mold ot a hollow organ as 
of a renal (kidney) tubule formed 
of effused plastic matter. When 
chronic nephritis advances to 
where the kidneys lose their abil- 
ity to dispose of many substances 
the case begins to assume alarm- 
ing proportions. Uremic poison- 
ing becomes apparent and most of 
the waste products are retained 
rather than eliminated by the kid- 
neys and marked toxic and uremic 
manifestations are evident. 

Women sufferers of chronic ne- 
phritis are subjected to marked 
changes during pregnancy and in 
same cases interruption of preg- 
nancy is justifiable. Cases of 
chronic nephritis not associated 
with heart or vascular changes 
(blood vessels) are less likely to 
complications and rapid progres- 
sion. Cases associated with heart 
and vascular changes (blood ves- 
sels) require expert care. In any 
event your physician is necessary 
to guide your future destiny. 

The treatment is symptomatic, 
dietetic and hygienic. Patients 
must live under the best surround- 
ings and climate and avoid over- 
work, worry and exposure to bad 
weather and infections. Medicinal 
treatment is of no value except 
in assisting through some of the 
serious stages in need of prompt 
elimination and supportive meas- 
res,

The man with an 
attractive personality, who gets along well with people, is pro- 
moted over the heads of other men who have more technical 
training in engineering. Mechanical and chemical and electrical 
engineering aren’t enough. A fellow must be adept at ‘human 
engineering’ if he wants to rate the top salary today.”

THE RECORDS of Purdue University graduates have been 
followed for a number of years with reference to the merits of 
superior intelligence, versus superior personality. One of our 
outstanding industrial psychologists, Dr. R. S. Uhrbroch, has 
summarized the results by showing that the salary difference 
between the brightest and those who barely made passing 
marks, was only $150 annually when they had been out of col- 
lege five years. But there was almost $1000 difference in the 
annual salary of those who rated tops in personality in contrast 
to the sour puss or untactful engineer. A pleasing personality 
beats superior intelligence.

IN THIS same connection, Dr. A. H. Edgerton also found 
that personality was more important than skill or intelligence. 
In contrasting the most intelligent 33 per cent versus the least 
intelligent 33 per cent, there was an annual wage superiority of 
$139.44 in favor of the former. But the highest 33 per cent in 
personality averaged $842.73 more per year than the lowest 
third. He also found that in the realm of technical skill, the 
employers preferred versatile workers. They wanted stenogra- 
phers who could keep books also, or lawyers who knew banking, 
etc. 

Success in life may not be based solely on personality, but 
the latter is the attractive wrapping paper or “package” in 
which you must merchandise your technical talents. The pack- 
age counts a great deal, as merchants have had ample oppor- 
tunity to attest. The wrong type of container or wrapper may 
spell the difference between big sales volume and small sales 
volume, 

You need technical skill, plus, and that “plus” item is a keen 
knowledge of Applied Psychology. Learn to “package” your 
gills attractively by wrapping them in a popular personality.
